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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because figure 1 shows a sectional view of the 
waste collection tank, however there is no waste collection tank illustrated that the 
section could be taken from. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

• "a plurality of vent openings formed in the sidewalls of said outer container 
portion, and a removable vent opening closure mounted in each said vent 
opening" (C: 4, L: 2-4); and 

• In lines 2 to 3, of claim 1 1 , "a removable vent closure" must be shown or the 
feature(s) cancelled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant's 
citation of U.S. Patent "5.718,228" (P: 0005, L: 5; P: 001 1, L: 7; P: 001 1, L: 10; and P: 
0013, L: 21) is to an ultrasonic diagnostic apparatus and does not have anything to do 
with waste grease collection tanks. The reference characters "12,14," (P: 0019, L: 7 
and P: 0019, L: 9) should be - 12 and 14-. In line 7 of paragraph 0023 "a quick release 
expanding plug" should be - a quick release expanding plug (not shown) -. In lines 9-10 
of paragraph 0023 "removable closure members" should be - removable closure 
members (not shown) -. In line 6 of paragraph 0024 "40" should be - 42 -. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: In lines 19-20, "at 
least one fill opening formed in said sidewalls of said outer container" should be - at 
least one fill opening formed in at least one of said sidewalls of said outer container -. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: In lines 1-3 "said at 
least one vent opening container portion formed in said sidewalls of said outer container 
portion" should be - said at least one vent opening in said double-walled collection 
container is formed in said outer container portion -. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: In lines 3-4 "a 
removable vent opening closure mounted in each said vent opening" should be - 
removable vent opening closures mounted in each of said vent openings 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 3, "said 
sidewalls" should be - at least one of said sidewalls 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 3, "said 
sidewalls" should be - at least one of said sidewalls -. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 5, "adjacent" 
should be - in In line 8, "a" should be - said In line 13, "the" should be - at least 
one of said sidewalls Further, a vent to permit "the hot water to flow through the fill 
openings to fill the air space between the inner and outer container space to the level of 
submersion of the collecting tank" (L: 19-22) is not possible if "at least one fill opening in 
the sidewalls of the outer container portion adjacent its bottom wall" (L: 1 3-1 4). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: A double-walled grease collection tank having an inner container portion 
defined by an inner bottom wall and integrally joined upwardly extending inner 
sidewalls, an outer container portion defined by an outer bottom wall and integrally 
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joined upwardly extending outer sidewalls, the inner container portion outer container 
portion with the bottom walls and sidewalls of the inner and outer container portions 
being disposed opposed being received the spaced relation to define an open space 
therebetween, flange means rigidly joining the inner and outer container portions or 
near a top portion of their respective sidewalls, at least one the sidewalls the outer 
container portion adjacent its bottom wall, at least one vent opening in the double- 
walled collection container near its top portion, and opening formed and opening closure 
means removably mounted in each the at least one fill opening for closing and sealing 
the fill opening including a truck-mounted grease transport tank having means for 
handling and dumping individual on-site grease collection tanks by depositing the 
double-walled grease collection tank temporarily into a heated bath to liquify grease in 
contact with the inner surfaces of the collection tank in order to facilitate dumping the 
contents thereof and method of performing the same. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Onken (5,718,220) discloses a double walled truck body for 
grease collection. Onken et al (4,450,828) discloses a truck having means to pick up a 
grease container put it into a hot bath before dumping. M.M. Richler (3,499,678) 
discloses a heated truck body. E.E. Geisinger (4,689,917) discloses a double-walled 
container having screwed plug in the upper rim. P.A. Miller & J.P. Luyster (368,412) 
discloses a snow hoisting and melting device.
